HE much talked of civil government in the 


Philippines has been in effect since July 4th. 


After the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
insular cases it was considered unwise to carry ouf 


the plans that had been made without some nominal 
evasion. The purpose had been to make Judge 
Taft governor 01 the archipelago with as full power 
as had been exercised by the governor of Porto 
Rico, with the army under his direct supervision. 
But after that decision it was deemed advisable to 
serve certain technical ends, that the government 
should be still nominally under the direction of the 
military department, that it might be contended that 
it was still a military government. 
With this ex- 


ception Taft was made governor and Independence 
day here at home was selected as a memorable date 
for the inauguration. It had long been contended 
that the islands were ready for civil government, 
and such had been tentatively set up in several ol 
the provinces. 


Within less than a month from the time that the 


central ch il government \\as formally installed, it 
has been found impossible to maintain the subsidi- 
ary civil government in tour of the provinces where 
they had been established, and they were aban- 
doned and the commanding officer of the militar> 
there was instructed to set up thereon a real military 
government and prosecute the insurgents with all 
the vigor that the arnn could command, under the 
rules of war. 


This is not a promising or encouraging opening 


of general civil government in our newest colony. 
It is not in conformation ot the theory that our 
army there would be speedily reduced to 25,000 
men, a number sufficient tor police diitj only. It 
indicates that the rank and tile of the Filipinos 
have not been convinced that it is better to become 
the full-fledged subjects of a distant people rather 
than to extrcise the independence and the right of 


s-If government that they had so long cherished- 
The work that has been done has been the forcible 
subduing of some of the people, rather than in con- 
vincing ihtra that they v,etc in error in asking for 
self government.

The officials in the Agricultural Department re- 


gard the scare, which has run up the price of corn 
in the Chicago exchange to such high figures, as the 
result of the reports from the stini-atid region, and 
that the condition of the corn !>elt indicates not .in 
abundant crop, but lar removed from a failure. 


Those who are familiar with corn culture know 


that corn grows best when the sun is hot in the mid- 
dle of the day. with warm nights and frequent 
showers. The semi-arid region npoken of has all of 
the other necessary conditions except the showers, 
which in most years are few rather than frequent. 
This falling off of the corn crop ought to have a ten- 
dency to bring the irrigation question to the front 
and secure for it in Congress such support as will 
accomplish some practical results. 


AN OBJECT LESSON.

HILE the American Congress is shilly-shally- 


ing with the irrigation question and only 


grudgingly according its advocates a hearing as a 
matter of parliamentary "courtesy," the British 
government is prosecuting a stupendous work in 
Egypt. It is nothing more or less than storing the* 
flood waters 01 the Nile b> the erection of immense 
dams across that might\ stream, two of which are 
now nearing completion.
